was isolated, hut no war occurred 
in Europe that did not eventually 
affect hi,** Dr. Glatfeiter said. 
“Our isolation through our history 
has been more myth than reality. 
Because those who have died did 
not die in vain. because through 
the efforts of our ancestors we 
have conquered tile 
astnesses 
of the American continent and 
achieved the greatest standard of 
living, world leadership has been 
thrust upon us. Me evaded that 
leadership after World War I. but 
after Morld War II we could no 
longer evade it. And in accepting 
that leadership we have poured 
out our sustenance as no other
